Baltimore City – New Youth Detention Facility – Redirection of Funds to 2 

Public School Construction 3 

 

FOR the purpose of stating the intent of the General Assembly that all State funding 4 

that would have been used to construct and operate the New Youth Detention 5 

Facility in Baltimore City be redirected to public school construction projects in 6 

Baltimore City; and generally relating to the redirection of funds from the New 7 

Youth Detention Facility to public school construction in Baltimore City. 8 

 

 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 9 

MARYLAND, That it is the intent of the General Assembly that all State funding that 10 

would have been used to construct and operate the proposed 180–bed detention facility 11 

for juveniles charged as adults in Baltimore City known as the New Youth Detention 12 

Facility, in an amount of not less than $106 million, shall be redirected to public school 13 

construction projects in Baltimore City. 14 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 15 

June 1, 2012. 16
